Last month we answered the question, 
''What do the letters APSA and FPSA stand 
for?" This month we are asked about the 
necessary qualifications, and here is WHAT 
THEY SAY on that subject. 

Examples of Qualifications in the Various 
Fields of Photography are mentioned in -re¬ 
ports of the Honors Committee. The follow¬ 
ing are based on a report of the 1952-53 
Committee* 

1) MONOCHROME PICTORIAL (including por¬ 
traiture). Since pictorial photography is 
closely allied wli-h exhibiting and competi¬ 
tions, considerable weight will be given to 
the candidate's exhibition and competition 
record, awards for pictorial merit, promo¬ 
tion of salons and exhibitions, the judging 
of exhibitions, etc. 

2) COLOR. As in the case of monochrome 
pictorial photography, weight will be given 
oo the candidate's exhibition record, organ¬ 
ization and promotion of salons and exhibi¬ 
tions, judging, etc* Mastery of creative 
design, composition and color harmony are 
important qualifications. Proficiency and 
achievement in the use of color photography 
in fields other than pictorial may be con¬ 
sidered under this category or, if inciden¬ 
tal, may be considered collateral in the 
field of major endeavor. 

11) ORGANIZATION AND PROMOTION of Photo¬ 
graphic Activities. 'The organization and 
direction of camera clubs, councils, exhi¬ 
bitions and other group activities and the 
dissemination of knowledge through lectures 
and writing for or editing local publica¬ 
tions, arranging programs, etc., as well as 
noteworthy service to PSA will be considered 
as qualifications for the Associateship. 
Outstanding or unique service of a similar 
nature are qualifications for the Honorary 
Membership. Such service is also a collat¬ 
eral qualification for the Fellowship, which 
is awarded primarily for contributions to 
the advancement of photography through pro¬ 
ficiency and achievement in the use of the 
medium. 

THE HONORS COMMITTEE MAY IN ITS DISCRE¬ 
TION WAIVE ANY OF THE SPECIFIC REQUIREMENTS 
WHEN SUCH WAIVER IS NOT INCONSISTENT WITH 
THE OBJECTIVES OF THE SOCIETY AND ITS POLI¬ 
CIES. IT MAY ALSO AWARD HONORS OTHER THAN 
THOSE REQUESTED WHEN IT DEEMS THEM MORE AP¬ 


PROPRIATE TO THE QUALIFICATIONS OF THE CAN¬ 
DIDATE. 

Other categories, omitted above as being 
of little interest to the average MSC mem¬ 
ber, are:

Kent continues his discussion about how 
to add sparkle to your slide shows with 
stereo titles. 


There are several other methods of mak¬ 
ing title slides not yet mentioned. Use the 
road maps collected on your vacation trip 
and arrange them in a pleasing composition 
as a background for your title letters. 
These letters can be homemade or are avail¬ 
able at any photo store. Take the rail, 
steamship or plane tickets as backgrounds 
and add some of the souvenirs collected on 
the trip for other backgrounds or props. 
Take a road map, open it flat and use a lit¬ 
tle plastic automobile to indicate the lo¬ 
cation that you have visited and which you 
will show in the following slides. Be sure 
to pick a spot on the map that shows the 
name of the city, state or country clearly. 
Outline your route with a heavy pencil or 
India ink. 

Travel folders will make good titles. 
Use a distinctive scarf, hat or other object 
native to the place or country as a back¬ 
ground or prop in these slides. Appropriate 
backdrops, preferably with plenty of tex¬ 
ture, such as upholstery or drapery materi¬ 
als, rugs, brick, grass, specially grained 
woods, articles of clothing,etc., will make 
the slide more interesting. For pictures of 
a hunting or camping trip, for instance, you 
could use a wool shirt or plaid mackinaw 
with a few shotgun shells, a duck call, as 
additional props. Red corduroy with pine or 
holly trimmings is good for Christmas back¬ 
grounds with a few tree decorations thrown 
in. Champagne glasses and a paper hat set 
the scene for that New Year's 
party. Baby's first pictures 
could be introduced with a 
selection of toys. 

Use the children's alpha¬ 
bet blocks for your letters 
and vary the arrangements and 
colors. And if you want to be 
really ambitious, get some 
alphabet noodles and pick our 
your title from those. This, 
however, needs a real close- 
up to be effective. 

For other titling methods, 
all on the table, use your 
own handwriting on various 
colored papers (a heavy crayon 
and big letters will show up 
much better than pen or pen¬ 


cil), or even typewritten titles. With these 
types of writing the stereo effect is lost 
unless you use additional props pertinent 
to the title. The same goes for newspaper 
headlines or lettering made from cut-out 
newsprint. However, a certain three-dimen¬ 
sional effect can be achieved by using the 
various embossing kits available at most 
stationery stores. With these kits you can 
make raised writing in many colors. Also 
use glue and sparkling metal dust, sequins 
or small rhinestones, all easily obtainable 
in novelty stores or dime stores. 

Almost any powdery substance can be used 
to write titles—sugar, salt, flour, coffee, 
breadcrumbs or tea. Toothpaste, shaving 
cream—anything squeezed out of a tube—can 
make letters. You can even make them out of 
dough and bake them. 

For a very special effect make the slide 
with dark colored letters against a com¬ 
pletely white background. This white back¬ 
ground will be transparent and you can mount 
each frame of this lettering film over each 
corresponding frame of a scenic slide ap¬ 
propriate to the title. Be careful to hold 
the shadows on the letter slide to a minimum 
as it would look a little silly to have such 
shadows appear in mid-air on the background 
slide. 

There are many more ways to make stereo 
titles and you will have a lot of fun find¬ 
ing new and different ways to present your 
slides.
